At Vancouver

VANCOUVER, B. C..— (INS) — 
Predicting that seven million men 
will be out of work next winter the 
executive committee of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor which will 
convene here today presented to 
delegates representing 2,889,550 
American working men an emer- 

gency program for relief distress. 
If. industry. and government do 
or accept labors’ program Ameri- 
ca will be compelled to adopt the 
dole, the delegates.were told. 
Beer Bobs Up Again 
Although ‘Jegalization of beer is

gram, it would “electrify”. industry 
and “be the spark that would start 
return. of . prosperity,” William 
Green, president: of the Federation, 


Nine-points of the emergency pro- 
gram are: to maintin wages; short- 
en work hours; assure: employment 
to. minimum work f ces; each ’em- 
ployer take on‘additional workers; 
public building: strengthen employ- 
meént_agencies; kéép. young. persons 
in school; preference for. workers 
with’ dependents, and financjal re- 
lief from public and private funds. 

Although the federation lost 
nearly five thousand members ‘last 
year ando over a million in the past 
ten years delegates were told that 
organized labor was gaining in 
strength. This convention is the 
fiftieth anniversary organization 
federation. 


BY WILLIAM GREEN 
President American Federation of 
Labor : 


VANCOUVER, B. C.—Never in 
the history of organized labor has 
there been a more important con- 
vention that that which opens here 
today.. The hundreds of - delegates 
who are here will speak for the mil- 
lions of workers who are facing a 
third desperate winter of suffering 
and unemployment. They will of- 
fer to the nation a ,constructive 
program to relieve the crisis 
through which we are passing. 

Many Delegates Attend 

We had feared that because of 
hard times there would be fewer 
delegates attending than in other 
years. But that is not true. From 
every corner of the nation they have 
come, digging up the money some- 
how, bringing with them the view- 
point of American labor which will 
o given expression in the conven- 

on. 

This is no time for generalities or 
useless denunciations. The call is 
for censtructive remedies for poli- 
cies that will stand the test. The 
program to be outlined by this con- 
vention will:not be mere propagan- 
da. We will present no ‘vaporous 
idealism. but’definite means. by 
which men can be put to. work, 
using the means that are readily at 
disposal of nations leaders. 

Want Work Divided 

We want industry to so divide 
the work that everybody will have 
at least somework to do, some mon- 
ey to spend. We want the govern- 
ment to stimulate and intesify all 
its constructive activities to provide 
as many jobs as possible. We want 
child labor abolished, the children 
sent to school and adults given the 
jobs thus made vacant. 

Without going further into the 
program which the convention will 
consider I want to say that reopen- 
ing of breweries to legally make 2.75 
per cent beer would have an elec- 
trical effect in stimulating return of 
prosperity. We can do this by mo- 
difying the Volstead Act. It would 
be impractical to urge repeal of the 
18th amendment as help in this 
depression. ‘It would take too long. 

Suggestion Is Constructive 

No one but labor has yet offered 
a construtcive suggestion designed 
to help in the present situation. 
This convention of the American 
Federation of Labor ‘will do so. 
And I am confident that public 
opinion will be crystallized behind 
labors’ program so solidly that the 
leaders of industry who thus far 
have failed to accept their respon- 
sibilities as leaders will adopt our 
program.

WORKERS NEAR 


TO STARVATION Sse 


300,000 Sturdy _Mine|*' 
Employes Doomed 
To Suffering 


By C. EDWARD MORRIS 

PITTSBURGH — (INS) — The 
house that Coal built is crumbling, 

The massive burden of unsound 
overdevelopment is caving in the 
roof, precipitating one of the great- 
est economic disasters in the his- 
tory of American industry. 

The foundations of the house are 
being undermined by .large scale 
substitutions of, other sources of 
power—oil, gas and water power— 
for coal. Tremendous economies 
effected through ‘technical im- 
provements by the largest consum- 


ers of soft coal are further ‘sapping! 


them. 

The -walls of the house are: being 
perilously strained from inside by 
the pressure exerted upon’ them’ by 
nearly.: quarter~of a million coal 
miners who cannot make a li at 
the only kind of work they know 
how to do.and.for whom there is 
no place in any other of America’s 
depressed industries. 

Miners Crushed By Debacle 

One hundred and ‘twenty-five 
thousand of these miners, at least, 
are now hopelessly crushed beneath 
the tumbling debris of an appal- 
ling economic debacle. Their cup- 
boards are as empty as their pock- 
ow Thousands of them are home- 
ess. 

This means that, by the most 
conservative estimates, 300,000 
sturdy working class people, de- 
pendent for their bread upon a 
great basic industry, are doomed to 
gradual starvation. 

Another 100,000 miners will be 
kept teetering on the brink of star- 
vation’s abyss by one or two days 
work a week this winter; of all the 
soft coal miners in the United 
States who might be classed as 
“employed,” those who earn $500 in 
1931 will count themselves. lucky. 
The. miner who earns $1,000 this 
year to support his family—and the 
average miner’s family has three 
children in it—will be a _ prince 
among his kind. 

Figures Alone Cited 

Not one of the above statements 
is made upon authority of the 
writer. Every one of them is an 
inescapable conclusion drawn from 
figures prepared by the. United 
State -department of commerce, 
showing the soft coal production of 
the. country for the past twenty- 
three years. Along with the num- 
ber of men employed in. producing 
that coal each year. -~In~a later 
article these figures will be given 
in detail. 

The miner’s: plight is' only one 
side of the grim picture presented 
by the crumbling of the house that 
coal built. The owners of the 
house, the coal operators, are fight- 
ing as desperately ‘to stave) off bhusi- 
ness death as‘ the minérs are for 
food for their hungry” children. 
There is something approaching 
panic in their scramble to dodge the 
economic debris tumbling about 
their ears. In their mad rush to 
salvage their invested millions they 
are slashing out savagely at each 
other’s throats with the double- 
edged sabre of disastrous price-cut- 
ing. 

It cuts deeper and ever deeper 
into the earnings of the miners al- 
ready at a level which makes it 
difficult for the employed miner 
to maintain’ his home.. For from 
70 to 80 percent: producing. coal is 
represented by the labor. ‘The re- 
maining 30 per cent cannot’ be re- 
duced, as will be explained in a la- 
ter article in :this series. 

At. the same time an even mofe 
bitter internecine -strife developed 
between the Old-Line union, - the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
and. the much newer “Red” union, 
the National Miner’s union. In the 
southern field the situation was 
further complicated by the forma- 
tion. of-a rump union, calling it- 
self the West Virginia Mine Work- 
ers and led by Frank Keeney, a 
former U. M. W. A. official.

New Law Enforcement 
Program Provided 
By State Law

Peace officers of Muscatine city 
and county will go to school this 
fall as part of a state-wide law en- 
forcement instruction program, it 
was learned here today. 

Schools of instruction will be 
conducted in the 99 counties during 
the fall and winter, several schools 
having already been held in the 
northwest counties in the state. The 
plan, which is regarded by officials 
as an important step toward law 
enforcement, calls for the instruc- 
tion of town marshals, constables, 
vigilantes, bankers and county off- 
icials on technical and practical 
problems. 

Required by Law 

The county schools have been 
provided through a law passed by 
the recent general assembly, with 
the support of the Iowa Bankers 
association and the state depart- 
ment of investigation. 

Sheriffs of each county, with the 
co-operation of the state bureau, 
are authorized to hold an annual 
conference and school of instruc- 
tion for all peace officers, includ- 
ing the regularly organized vigi- 
lantes. 

Vigilantes Have Charge 

R. W. Nebergall, state agent and 
chief of the Iowa vigilantes, has 
charge of arranging for the schools. 

So far, schools have been held in 
Sioux, Lynn, Osceola, O’Brien and 
Plymouth counties. It is planned to 
extend the schools from the north- 
west portion of the state to other 
counties in regular order,

The Medical Trust Exposed

Many provisions of the Cooper bill are calculated to hamper 
the Children’s Bureau and encourage the expansion of the 


Public Health Bureau which, 


as has been explained many 


times in TNT, is controlled by the medical trust. TNT read- 
ers will recall that in our January issue we described the fight 
at President Hoover’s Child Welfare Conference in which the 
progressive forces and women of the nation were pitted 
against the medical trust and certain governmental depart- 


ments. 


The progressive forces were determined to kee 
Children’s Bureau where it had always been—in the 


the 
abor 


Department, where it had made a wonderful record, The 
medical trust forces were determined to annex it to the Pub- 
lic Health Bureau, which is controlled by the medical trust. 
We told how through the earnestness of Miss Grace Abbott, 
Director of the Children’s Bureau, Secretary of Labor Davis 
and certain women and labor leaders the medical trust was de- 
feated for the time being, but the matter was placed in the 
hands of a continuing committee to be appointed by the Pres- 
ident, and the final decision would depend upon the kind of 
continuing committee Mr. Hoover would appoint. 
Developments since the conference are of such a character 
that the Children’s Bureau is in grave danger of being grab- 
bed by the medical trust and worked for all the private pro- 
fits it will yield. If the Cooper bill passes, or an unfavorable 
compromise measure the Children’s Bureau will be lost as an 
independent and disinterested organization working loyally 
and efficiently to produce healthy and happy childhood in 


America, 


The scheme to put the Children’s Bureau into the medical- 
trust-controlled Public Health Bureau now appears in a new 
form. The Children’s Bureau is to have a restricted part in 
maternity and infancy work for five years, while the Public 
Health Service is building up its permanent organization. 

Friends of the Children’s Bureau believe that the opposi- 
tion to the Children’s Bureau is due to the fact that in addi- 
tion to its attempt to assist poor mothers and their babies it 
insists on investigating social and economic conditions which 
are responsible for the heavy mortality among mothers and 
babies in the homes of the poor. 

For example, in a report on conditions at Johnstown, Pa., 
the Children’s Bureau declared that the infant death rate 
could be determined in advance by studying the wages of 


workers.

It is against such “radi 
disclosures that influential interests are protesting. 

Fearing that they cannot defeat a combination of the Pres- 
ident and the “Old Guard” leaders in the House, some of the 
champions of the Children’s Bureau are disposed to accept the 
Cooper bill, with the understanding that all restrictions on 
the Children’s Bureau, including the time limit, shall be ze-.

Uncertain” 

“The New York State Department 
of Health, one of the advocates of 
the serum>treatment of infantile 
paralysis; making this startling dis- 
closure’ regarding the use of serum 
in its “Health News Supplement” 
of August 10, 1931: “All authorities 
are agreed on the necessity of com-

-On page 107 of Pearson and 
Kirchwey’s New Essentials of 
English, you will find, as an ex- 
ample of ccrrect usage, the follow- 
ing sentences: “Do you think it will 
rain today? No, I think not.” Mrs. 
Robinson may say that this is an el- 
liptical expression for “No, I think 
it will not rain.” But it reads, “No, 
I think not. In other words, ‘I do 
not think.” 

Under the word ‘think,” the Con- 
cise Oxford Dictionary gives the fol- 
lowing definition: 

“Consider, be of opinion, as we 
think (that) he will come, we do 
not think it probable, I think it a 
shame, It is not thought fair.” 

If “think” means “be of opinion,” 
then surely one may be not of cer- 
tain opinion, and it would be cor- 
rect to say ‘I don’t think it prob- 
able.” Besides, it is common usage. 
Would you say, “Don’t you think 
she’ll come?” Or would you say, 
“Do you think she will not come?”
